NOTE: Regarding claim 1 , Applicants' amendments reciting that at least one source emulator processor and at least 
one receiving emulation processor are coupled by a plurality of emulation cables, and that the simulation model is mapped onto the 
source emulation processors and the receiving emulation processors are new issues that would require further search consideration. 

Regarding claims 9 and 13, Applicants' amendments reciting that the detection of a fault is performed via a runtime control program 
residing on a host workstation externally coupled to the emulation system, and that the reconfiguration of the emulation system is 
performed via the runtime control program are new issues that would require further search consideation.
